That apprehension of critical hard hand- 


ling which was a complex with Tennyson 
has a reaction upon those who approach 
him; they are left in fear of committing 
the irremediable solecism, a fear that 
can only be overcome by assuming an 
arrogant hostility. After reading “ The 
Devil and the Lady,’’ one has got so close 
to a lively and charming schoolboy with 
a bright mind that the barriers fall, and 
by giving us the chance to make this 
acquaintance, it is not improbable that 
Mr. Charles Tennyson will find that he 
has made over to his grandfather a host 
of new friends. 

It is well that no injudicious claims 
have been made for the play. It is 
offered frankly as a literary curiosity, 
and as such is a sheer delight. There is 
all the charming verbosity of the young 
aspirant to Parnassus. The Elizabethan 
joy in sounding words is part of the 
make-up of healthy youth when it takes 
the pen in hand. The boy of fourteen 


who writes abont 
“The very fuscove and embrowned cheek 


. 


Of His Satanic Majesty ' 
is caught in the same spell that captured 
Marlowe, and it is apparent upon every 
succeeding page of the poem that the boy 
had revelled in ‘‘ the surge and thunder ”’ 
of our epic dramatists. 

There are many passages that are 
haunted by the music of Milton and 
Marlowe, but no one could call their music 
that of either. It is a tertium quid 
which is largely Tennyson. A curions 
thing is that, while we are assured that 
Tennyson about the time of this work had 
translated into Popeian verse’ the 
Proserpine of Claudian, in this poem the 
wit of Pope is almost totally emplastered 
with the humour of the Elizabethans. The 
Devil, advocating a stick for Amoret, 
says: “ Honour, love and fear, all meet 
in a bamboo,’’ and Pope struggles with a 
Falstaff. 

In other respects, the matter of 
vocabulary is interesting. The resources 
of an astronomical Atlas are ransacked 
for names and images of constellations, 
and the Pharmacepeia to provide 
quiddities for a misshapen apothecary to 
spill, *‘ A thing of gallipots and boluses,”’ 
who addresses the object of his attention 
as “ My honey of squills, my oil of 
almonds.’”’ 

The characterisation is of the “ type ”’ 
nature, the Devil being, perhaps, the most 
individualised. The plotting, rich in 
farce, has in the earlier acts an overlay 
of seriousness that emerges in aphoristic 
moralising, in a manner that foreshadows 
the quality of the mature Tennyson. The 
thought is strong, but not deep. Readers 
will be better satisfied when the sclioolboy 
sets the moralist by and indulges in his 
proper humour, talking of noses “‘ bruised 
and battered lke a beefsteak,’’ of “the 
dusty race that people an old cheese,”’ 
making similes with murphies and in- 
dulging in droll _ invective between 
Amoret’s lovers over the cups. 

From the laughter that these provoke 
one may turn, In more serious vein, to 
look for the Tennyson who was neither 
schoolboy nor moralist, but weaver of 
melodies. Here and there, though not 
with any, great frequency, the lines catch 
the ear: “ The lazy motion of the lagging 
hours,” “The little burning taper’s 
tremulous .ray,” “ Thou art the painted 
vision of a dream,” “ Each feathery wave 
that hurried into sparkles.’’ They carry 
us up the long ascent of his melody, but 
the crests sink away, their promise not 
quite fulfilled. In the last scene in the 
Magus’s speech is, perhaps, where we come 
nearest to realisation, when he speaks of 
“The summer fly that skims the surface 
of the deep black pool,” and of the “Voice 
of soft temptation, still it calls '— 

“And still we follow onwards, till we find 

She is a Phantom and—we follow still,” 

Through all the derivativeness in this 
poem there is a singular absence of stiff- 
ness, nothing of the mere imitativeness of 
“the sedulous ape.” Ease and variety, 
a mastery of the metrical device, are 
apparent, and those who heard the hint of 
surgent song beneath must have waited for 
its fuller note as men wait, hushed and 
breathless, on the miracle of a nightin- 
gale’s throat.

\ NE of the characters in this book is 

yf made to say, “I get sick of being 
taken for a hero; if they knew what we 
did between times! but thev will never 
know.”’ And when the book is finished the 
reader feels tuat it is not so much a 'S war, 
book ” as an episodic account of what the 
Americans did ' between times.” It is 
not easy to approach with an open mind a 
novel that has won a prize of £2.500. 
Either one is overawed by the magnitude 
of such an award, or unjustly irritated by 
the thought that this vast sum of money 
has been won by somebody else than 
oneself. ; 

During the past few years many war 
books have vied with one another in tearing 


the last shreds of the veil of romance from | 


the European War, in the course of which: 
go many men cheerfully suffered and died, 
feeling but little of the bitterness that has 
been born in these difficult days of peace, 
when authors have had time to. think 
about it. Yet, in the most bitter records 
of that awful struggle there is some 
vision; and ‘‘ where there is no vision the 
people perish,’’ as they must do in this 
book by Miss Mary Lee. When ‘It’s a 
Great War!’’ won a _ half-share in the 
£5,000 prize offered by George Allen and 
Unwin, Limited, and Houghton Mifiiin 
Company for the best war novel, the pub- 
lishers concentrated on the fact that it was 
written by a woman. ‘‘A war novel by a 
woman does not happen every day,’ they 
said, and still are saying: They pointed 
out, too, that the book was not written 
specially for the competition—that, in 
fact, it took several years to write, and 
that “ Miss . a herself has been through 
all that her heroine undergoes.’’ The first 
of these statements can readily be believed ; 
for it takes a good deal of writing to fill 


almost seven hundred large pages of print, | 


even when so much space is devoted to 
dots—fouy of them in a yow—and to the 
re-iteration, ad nauseam, of the mildly 
satirical title, “ It's a Great War!” a 
phrase that is used on every occasion, from 
the discovery by an officer of ‘‘ the test bar 
in Paris ” to the donning of spurs by an 
unmounted chaplain who is by way of 
being facetious. 

In her own preface to the book, the 
author having, one supposes, re-read her 
manuscript and being struck, apparently, 
by the disjointed style of the narrative, 
makes some slight apology. “A book 
about war cannot move smoothly, swiftly,” 
she wrote. ‘‘ War moves in jerks.’’ 

One feels that the reading of this prize 
novel is very much like the turning’ over 
of page after page of some enormous 
photograph album, in which some of. the 
pictures are very good, indeed, some over- 
exposed, many slightly out of focus, and 
some pasted jn rather crookedly. All are 
concerned with people we do not know and 
never come to know any better; but all 
hold one central figure, that of Anne 
Wentworth, ‘‘ whose experiences have all 
been passed through by the author,’’ in 
Bordeaux, in Paris, in Avency and. with 
the Army of Occupation.

It is natural that the red band of 
Ulster should figure prominently in the 
new Baronet’s Badge; for, when the 
dignity was instituted by James I., the 
professed object of the revenue raised by 
the sale of the titles was the support of 
the English troops in Ulster. The sum 
pavable for a baronetcy in those days was 
£1,095, representing the pay of thirty 
soldiers at eightpence a dav for three 
vears, In the closing years of the 
(coalition Government in Great Britain it 
was said that the list price of this honour 
was £40.000. although, in the imterval of 
three centuries, the pay of a _ prtvate 
soldier had inereased by only fourpenee 
a day. 

The wearing of a badge has always been 
one of the privileges of a. baronet of Nova 
Scotia, or Scotland, but the baronets of 
Ireland. England, Great Britain and the 
lnited Kingdom were pressing for a 
century before their claim to a badge was 
I One of the first petitions for the 
right to wear a badge was presented in 
18346. while the ** Llonourable Society 
of the Baronetage,’’ formed in 1898, had 
this distinction as one of its objects. In 
Vav'of last vear the King authorised the

[pon the union of England and 
Scotland, in 1707, the Enclish and Nova 
Scotia baronetages were merged in the 
new baronetage of Great Britain, and 
later, when TIreland’s union t ” place, 
the Irish baronetage ceased to exist, and 
the haronetage of the United Kingdom 
was instituted, All these different orders, 
however, except that ef Nova Scotia, 
neluded in their coats of arms, either on 
i canton or im an esentcheon, the red 
hand of Ulster. 


THE “COULSTON PEAR.” 


In 1827 George IV. vevoked as to all 
future creations the right of haronets’ 
eldest sons to claim knighthoods. In 
1854, and again in 1874, baronets’ eldest 
sons were knighted upon coming of aye: 
but when Sir Claude de Crespigny’s son 
applied for the honour in 1895 his 
application was refused. When his appli- 
cation had met with a like fate in 1842 
Mr. Rechard Broun publicly assumed the 
honour ! 

Still in the family of this Mr. Broun 
is the “ Coulston Pear ’’ which formed 
the dowry of the wife of one of his 
ancestors. ‘This vegetable curiosity was 
supposed to‘have been invested with the 
extraordmary virtue of securing unfailing 
prosperity for the family who might 
possess it bY Hugo de Gifford, of Yester. 
un famous necromancer, who died in 1267. 
During the first night of her marriage 
the wife of the second baronet dreamt 
that she had eaten the pear. This was 
taken to be a bad omen and the baronet 
sold his estates. Some years later he was 
drowned, with his family, in the Tyne. 

The premicr baronet of England is 
Sir Hickman Bacon, eleventh ‘holder of 
the title, which was created in 1611. The 
family claims descend from Grimbald. 
who came to England at the time of the 
Conquest. Another baronet claims to 
helong to one of the three families in 
kngland which (1) were in the country 
hefore the Norman Conquest, (2) have 
never wanted a male heir, and (3) have 
never been engaged in trade. 

Others of the houses have fallen on 
less prosperous days, Recently it was 
reported that an American “ jack-of-all- - 
trades” had succeeded to a baronetey 
without estates, and at present a baronet

being ‘‘commanded’’ to appear before 
Royalty. That remarkable distinction was 
conferred on the famous greyltound, 
Master McGrath, some sixty years ago. 
The late Queen Victoria expressed a wish 
to see the champion and his proud 
owner, Lord Lurgan, exhibited him 
before Her Majesty at Windsor Castle. 

In the grounds of Colligan Lodge, near 
Dungarvan, Co, Waterford, there stands 
a monument. of artistic merit, which was 
erected to commemorate the triumphs of 
Master McGrath, who was whelped and 
‘‘ walked ’’ in the neighbourhood, As a 
puppy he showed so little promise in 
his first trial that he was ordered to be 
destroyed ; but wiser counsels prevailed, 
and he lived to prove himself the greatest, 
greyhound of the nineteenth century. He 
won the Waterloo Cup thrice, a feat only 
equalled by the great Fullertom m later 
years. The latter also ‘‘ divided’’ for 
the Cup on a fourth occasion; but the 
majority of coursing experts, who saw 
both dogs run at Altcar, have expressed 
the opinion that Master McGrath was the 
better greyhound of the two. 


A Belfast Veteran. 


T was speakimg yesterday to that re- 
markable newspaper man, Sir Robert 
Baird, who was paying one of his 
periodical visits from Belfast to Dublin. 
Sir Rebert Baird, who told me that he 
has passed his seventy-fifth birthday, is 
one of the youngest 
men of his age that 
ever I have known. 
His energy and 
vitality — are pro- 
digious, and would 
be surprising m a 
man twenty years his 
junior. He has led 
an extremely active 
life. More than fifty 
years ago he was em- 
ployed on Sauwn- 
ders’s' News-Letter 
in Dublin, then one 
of the oldest news- 
papers in Iveland, 
under the editorship of the late Dr. Shaw. 
\fterwards he returned to Belfast; where 
he was instrumental in building up the 
creat busimess of the Erening Telegraph. 
At seventy-five Six Robert Baird is full 
of life and enterprise, and still shows an 
example to the younger generation by 
turning up in his office every morning at 
8 o clock to the moment. 


A Tit’s Nest. 


T have been watching with itmterest 
writes a correspondent, the antics of a 
pair of tits who are beginning to build 
a nest in the boundary wall of my garden.

realiv begins. Some bird entbusiast has 
ealeulated that one tit slays one cater- 
pillar every two minutes.of the day. The 
correct name, by the way, is titmouse. an 
Anglo-Saxon term meaning a small bird, 
but these who do not wish to get invelved 
in the controversy whether the plural 
should be ‘‘titmouses’’ or “ titmice ”” 
find it simpler to say “ tits.”’

indicated for the purposes of the festival.

the nearest saint available im the 
Calendar.

Steevens's Hospital. 


Steevens’s Hospital, to which a new 
wing has been added, has a history that 
takes us back to the far-off davs of 
Royalist and Reoundhead. Dr. Richard 
Steevens (or Stevens, the name is spelled 
both ways) and his sister Griselda, who 
founded the hospital, were twins, and 
were born im England in 1654. Their 
father, the Rev. John Steevens, an English- 
man and a Royalist, was obliged, owing 
to his having preached a sermon against 
Oliver Cromwell, to take refuge in Ifre- 
land with his wife and family. On the 
restoration of King Charles IT, the Rev. 
John Steevens was, in recompense for 
his loyalty, appointed Vicar of St. 
Peter’s, Athlone, where he remained till 
his death in 1683. 

His son Richard was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin. where he took his 
deyree of M.D. in 1687. In 1703 he was 
appointed President of the newly-founded 
College of Physicians, Dublin; and was 
again appointed President in 1710, but 
died hefore his term of office had expired, 

In the course of the practice of his pro- 
fession, Dr. Steevens was deeply im- 
pressed with the condition of the sick poor 
of the City of Dublin, and he accordingly 
formed the-project of founding for them 
a hospital. He bequeathed his estate in 
the County of Westmeath (after the 
}demise of his sister) for the purpose of 
founding and endowimg such a hospital, 
to be called Steevens’s Hospital, and to 
be managed by Trustees whom he named 
in his will, 

In addition to Dr. Steevens’s Bequest, 
his sister was mainly instrumental in 
raising further large subscriptions in 
aid of the new institution, which was 
opened in 1733. In the lst of original 
subscribers I find “Jonathan Swift, 
Dean of St. Patrick's, £20;” “ Richard 
Wellesley (Grandfather of the Duke of 
Wellington), £20;" “James Grattan, 
M.D. (father of Henry Grattan), £15,”

THE ADDRESS. 

The Rev. Dr. Luce, im the course of his 
address, said that the name ‘‘ metaphysical ° 
suggested Aristotle, who discussed several 
problems of sense perception. One was: Can 
several persons see or smell or hear the same 
These focus attention upon the five 
special senses which, for Aristotle, are the 
proper starting point of _ metaphysical 
psychology. The uninitiated might firppantly 
call it a problem of nonsense. The adept 
knows it for a fundamental problem of meta- 
physies. Let me illustrate from two moderns. 

Continuing, the lecturer said -—In Berkeley's 
College we name Berkeley first honoris cause. 
A “New Theory of Vision” decided and 
expressed his philosophy of the universe. 
May 1 quote a passage from one of his later 
works, “ Alciphron,’’ which, exactly two 
hundred years ago, was being written im 
Rhode Island far away * , 

Alciphron—Can anyone question but yonder 
castle is at a great distance’ 

Empbraim—Tell us, Aleiphron, can you 
discern the doors, windows and battlements 
of that same castle? . 

Aleighron—I cannot. At this distance it 
seems only a small round tower. 

Fuphraim—But I, who have been at it, 
know that it is no small round tower, but 
a large, square building, with battlements 
and turrets, which, it seems, you do not see. 

Aleiphron— What will you infer from them? 

Euparaim—I would mfer that the very 
object which you strictly and properly per- 
ceive by sight is not that thing which is 
several miles distant. 

Alciphron—Why se? 

Euphraim—Because a little round . object 
is one thing, and a great. square object 1s 
another. 

ADVANCED REALISM. 

A touch of realism might Rave prevented 
the splendid failure of Berkeley's mission to 
America. Yet realism might not have altered 
in essentials his doctrine.of perception. For, 
let me give another extract, this time from 
a work of advanced reahsm, published the 
other day, “‘ Matter, Life amd Value,’ by 
Joad. He writes: * The events occurrmg m 
the brain of one person at a given moment 
can never be the same as those occurring 
im the brain of another. No physical object 
appears in the same way to any two 
people.” Extremes meet. Joad’s result is 
strikingly like Berkeley's, and Aristotle's 
problem evidently is alive and strong to-day. 

it is a mistake to idolise Aristotle. He ts 
far from infallible: but neither is his theory 
of perception out of date. It is a theory of 
marked educational value, Artstotle, with all 
faults, has the supreme philosophic virtue, 
a sense for the actual. Hegel himself speaks 
with high approval of this quality in his 
prototype. Im due course Aristotle discusses 
the higher ways of knowing, but metaphysical 
lovalism constrains him to take first im the 
arda cognoacend: over knowledge through the 
senses of the external world. 


THE POSSIBLE AND THE ACTUAL. 

After an exposition of the 
doctrines of the faculty and the medium of 
sense, the lecturer pointed out that Aristotle 
distinguished the possible from the actual 
object of sense. Almost all sublunary process 
was for Aristotle the passage of potential 
inte actual. First and last he is a teleologist. 
Biological concepts dominate his philosophy. 
Reality for him ts not all simultaneous. The 
“thing” means, not only what it is, but 
what it will be, and, chiefly, what it 1s 
meant to be. In the technical language of 

current philosophy, the thing of sense 
per ae ys w fabric of space mterpenetrated 
by time. 

After illustrating the point from the rela- 
tion of colour unseen to actual colour, and 
after referring to Dr. Joly’s masterly study, 
‘A Quantum Theory of Colour Vision, the 
lecturer continned—What holds of viston 
holds of, all the senses. Thetr activity, for 
Aristotle, consists in a two-sided evolutionary 
change, in both subject and object. The 
change originates in the object. It is con- 
tinued through a medium physical and 
physiological and stimulates into actuality 
the dormant sense. When sensitive becomes 
sentient, when sensible becomes sensed, sub- 
ject and object blend in one reality, and 
we witness that first wonder of the world, 
that master product of creative evolution, 
the birth of sensation. 


THE PROCESS OF SENSATION. 

Whether Aristotle be right, or no as to the 
process of sensation, he is certainly right in 
stressing the epistemological value of sense. 
God has given to man the senses as a first 
equipment for the business of life and as an 
earnest of the privilege of thought. 
Aristotle’s solution does not answer all qnues- 
trons raised by the problem in the mind of 
the twentieth century student. It is still 
a useful answer as taking account of all the 
maim factors. Primary substance, the thing 
after ite kind, there must be or action would 
be unreal. This thing is ' common property, 
one for the sense of many as one fai 
action of many, The real thing has real 
effects in many faculties of sense. This 
secondary object is ' private property.”” It 
m= numerically different for each observer. 
To surernder the thing is to reduce the world 
of reality to a chaos or cosmos of sense-data. 
On the other hand, there are dangers in 
surrendering the sensation. We may make 
knowledge a two-term relation by surrender- 
ing the sensation, and leaving simply the 
observer and the thing. But then the 
difficulty is to account for errors of sense, for 
illusions and perspectives. 

May I add a word of personal tribute to 
your President? Nearly the best turn one 
man can do another is to interest him in 
philosophy. There are many Trinity men 
whe, as [ do, thank Professor Macran for 
one of the mafor interests of life. The 
foundation of this society is due directly 
to the inspiration of his teaching. The right 
cf free inquiry, the conception of compre- 
hensive truth, a metaphysie detached from 
propaganda, deep thought and plain speech, 
these principles have marked our school of 
philosophy [rom Berkely to Macran. ‘The 
Metaphysical Society will, I hope and believe, 
continue that tradition. Vomen omen, 
Metaphysic is “‘ first philosophy.”’ The sub- 
jective branches of shidoeceties may lead to 
an unhealthy preoccupation with the 
workings of the mind. Metaphysics hreeds 
the vigorous, virile, intellect of practical 
thinkers: Such men try modestly but 
resolutely to know in outline the main 
features of the universe, and use their know- 
ledge to influence for truth the thought and 
practice of their age. 

Mr. La Touche Godfrey. ¥.,.T.C.D., in 
proposing a vote of thanks to Dr. Luce, con- 
gratulated the members on founding that 
Society and on their good fortune in getting 
Professor Macran as President. Aristotle's 
aim, he said, was to restore the natural trust 
that they all held in the special. senses, which 
had been unset by previous philosophers.

H some time past Unionist leaders in 

the North have been predicting m-

Yet this will probably hav 
a more depressing effect on the city than 
anything that Mr. Snowden is likely to 
do.

Coates, Lord Mayor of Belfast, made a 
significant statement with regard to the

Sir William has an expert 
knowledge of the financial affairs of the 
Corporation, and this hint of a substantial 
increase in the rates may be considered 
as official. He has been Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Corporation for 
thirteen years, and has just been re- 
elected once more to that position. it 
will be recalled that he made suggestions 
several years ago to reduce expenditure 
while at the same time maimtaining 
efficiency, but his advice was disregarded. 


| EXCHANGE OF COURTESIES. 


The statement of Mr. Blythe, Free State 
Minister for Finance, that every sensible 
person in Southern Ireland wished the 
very best of cood fortune to the people of 
Northern Ireland, has created an excellent 
impression in Belfast. Thoughtful men 
of all creeds and classes cordially endorse 
his expression of opinion, that it would 
be better for the whole country that old 
doubts, suspicions and mistrusts should 
die down. For a number of years the 
‘border menace "” was the stock-in-trade 
argument of politicians, but Mr. Blythe's 
assertion. that no one desires to interfere 
with the constituted authorities of 
Northern Ireland. should shame that old 
bogey out of existence. On Monday night 
Mr. A. B. Babington, the Northern 
Attorney-General, referred to Mr. Blythe's 
speech, and welcomed it as making ‘t 
easier for the North to rectprocate, even 
although variovs Free State representa- 
tives—responsible and irresponsible—had 
frequently advocated a united Treland, 
which made it dificult for them to feel the 
sentiment that they would like to feel 
towards their brethren in the Free State. 

Fven this qualified expression of a 
desire for better relations should have an 
excellent effect in removing misapprehen- 
sions. and the oftener such pleasant 
exchanges of good-will are made, the 
better for all concerned. 


AN EXPLODED THEORY. 


The merits, or demerits, of local option 
are being widely diseussed in temperance 
circles, some advocates of reform uphold- 
ing the one and some the other. With 
regard to prohibition there is a great deal 
of misunderstanding. Its apostles believe 
that, if the Northern Government passed 
a Prohibition Act, all that the authorities 
would have to contend with would be the 
rum-runner at sea and the smuggler from 
across the two hundted miles of border. 
Granted that such were the case—which 
it is not—the difficulties of enforcement 
would be insuperable. It has been found 
impossible even to crush the poteen traffic, 
which is still flourishing in certam parts 
of the border area; but there is a barrier 
which no one in Ireland can remove. The 
Excise and Customs are reserved services, 
and it was pointed out long ago by the 
Northern Minister of Finance that, while 
prohibition would shut the licensed 
premises in the province, it could not 
prevent people from getting supphes ol 
strong drink from Great Britain under 
the imperial laws. 

The Post Office is also a reserved service, 
and anything entrusted to its care would 
he delivered safely in any part of the 
United Kingdom. To put it briefly, the 
Northern Government could not pass a law 
which would be at variance with British 
law. Not even the great Dominions do 
that. Temperance enthusiasts in the North 
should, therefore, direct their energtes 
towards local option, which in some 
districts might have 'a chance of success, 
or join in a crusade to wipe out the 
devastating and demoralising poteen trade, 
which is doing so much harm throughout 
the country. i 


“ABSOLUTELY HOPELESS.” 


From time to time attention has been 
drawn in this column to the curious fact 
that, while women’s Unionist associa- 
tions are flourishing in the province, the 
men’s organisations are decaying. Various 
reasons have been offered for this defec- 
tion of the sterner sex, but the general 
idea seems to be that they are weary of 
politics, which are only profitable for the 
few, and wish to get down to business.

The visit of the members of the Rova 
Irish Academy to Belfast in the beginnin: 
of the week created much interest vu 
educational circles in the North, particu 
larly as this was only the second occasion 
on which the city was honoured by such 
an event since the formation of the 
Academy in Trinity College, Dublin, ove 
a hundred and fiftv years ago.

applied to newly-acquired birds.

THE AUDITOR-GENERAL’S 
POWERS. 


On the resumption of the Committee stage 
of the Military Serviee Pensions Bill, 1929, 

Mr. AIKEN (Fianna Fail, Louth) said that 
he believed Section 2 of the bill contained a 
very dangerous and disastrous principle. 
This section would prevent the Auditor- 
General from seeing any records ‘showing the 
services rendered by the individual pensioners. 
He referred to the unfair way in which 
pensions had been given to supporters oí 
the Government party. It was very unjust 
for the Government to ask the House to give 
money to further the interests of Cumann 
na uGaedheal. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Boro’) was satisfied 
that there had been the greatest abuse of 
the Pensions Act. If this Act passed, for the 
duration of the present Dail, not merely 
would the pensions be paid, but protection 
would be given to those who, individually, 
had grossly abused the procedure of the Act 
from the criminal prosecution to which he 
believed they were liable, He asked the 
House to cut out the operative section and so 
destroy the bill. 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that if they interfered with the Anditor- 
General in this matter they would be setting 
up an unfortunate precedent. It was a 
matter of common knowledge that there were 
people receiying pensions who had not the 
services that the Minister for Defence, or 
whoever was responsible, had given them 
credit for. 

SUGGESTED LEGAL TEST. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
instead of coming into that House with this 
bill to amend the Constitution by implication 
the Executive Council shouid have gone to 
the High Court and stated a case and asked 
a ruling on the merits of Article 62 and 
Article 69 of the Constitution. 

Professor TIERNEY (Government, National 


| University), said that Fianna Fail wanted to 


put the Comptroller and Auditor-General in 
a position of supremacy, with powers and 
prerogatives over the Dail—makimg him an 
upcrowned king.

He went on to say that there was one case 
in which he should be very glad to have the 
assistance of one of the deputies opposite. 
This was the case of a man who was being 
paid for two full-time jobs for the same 

riod, this man drawing £25 a month as 
ull-time medical officer in Monaghan. During 
the same period he was drawing for one part 
of the time £5 a week and for another part 
£8 a week as liaison officer. That was a 
case which Deputy Ward should be in a 
much better pagtion to give information 
about than any person he (the Minister) had 
in the Army. 

“The man I refer to,” added the Minister, 
“is F. C, Ward. I am most anxious to get 
after other tá who are drawing——” 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin North)—Get 
after your own brother. 

Mr. FITZGERALD—‘ My brother did noi 
receive any money he was not entitled to 
receive.” Continuing, he said that deputies 
opposite knew well that the mere statement 
that a man was drawing a pension which he 
was not entitled to receive

A MINISTERIAL APOLOGY. 

Dr. WARD (F.F., Monaghan)—Why did 
you allow the Minister to abuse me? 

The SPEAKER—The Minister introduced 
a particular case which 1 did not understand 
had any reference to Deputy Ward. 

A DEPUTY—He mentioned a name. 

The SPEAKER—He mentioned his name, 
and the Minister was quite out of order in 
the matter. 

Mr. FITZGERALD—*“ I apologise.” Con- 
tinuing, he said that he felt strangly in regard 
to certain cases. As far as the -information 
in his hands’ was concerned, he was satisfied 
that there was a greater proof that the men 
were entitled to pensions than the mere state- 
ment of Deputy Ward. 

Mr. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) asked the 
Minister whether, in the case where an ap- 
plication for a pension was rejected and fresh 
evidence was afterwards brought forward, it 
was a fact that the Board of Assessors should 
ask the Minister to release the particular file 
dealing with that application before the 
Board could examine it anew. 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that he had no 
such file. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) said 
that if that section was going to be carried 
it would be carried by the votes of certain

‘A NASTY INSINUATION. 

The SPEAKER called the Deputy to order, 
and said that he had no right to say that 
Deputies were personally interested. That 
was a personal imputation, and the Deputy 
must withdraw it, 

Mr. MacENTEE withdrew the statement, 
and went on to say that they had not reached 
finality in their political development, and 
they should remember that things done now 
would be set up as standards and precedents 
in financial principles. If they were not 
meticulously careful in. spending money now 
he had no doubt that the future of the 
eountry was going to be an unhappy one. 

Dr, WARD (F.F., Monaghan) said that 
fully sixty per cent. of the people, who got 
pensions in Monaghan had got them for 
political services, and were not entitled to 
them according to the Military Service A ct. 
The Auditor-General should be allowed to see 
how the £368,000 for military pensions and 
gratuities came to be expended. 

LABOUR’S OBJECTION. 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that he had never 
stated that there might not be persons who 
had got pensions illegally, and if Dr. Ward 
knew of any such case it was. his duty as a 
citizen to report it. When he (the Minister) 
investigated cases brought forward in the 
House he found that his information was 
different from that given in the Dail. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Boro’) said 
that he opposed this section on two grounds: 
first, because he believed the country_.could 
not afford to pay all the pensions awarded in 
the iast few years: and, secondly, because he 
believed the Auditor-General should have 
access to all papers relating to these pensions. 

Mr, -HOGAN (Lab., Clare) asked where 
were the files in connection with pension 
claims, The Minister had said that when 
certain applications were reopened they were 
in possession of the Board. Now that the 
Board was dissolved, where were they? 

President COSGRAVE said that any State 
documents were in his custody, and the docu- 
menis inquired about were locked in the 
particular place where such documents were 
stored, 

Mr. COONEY (F.F., Dublin N.)}—Did von 
have some papers burned a few years ago? 

President COSGRAVE—*“ No, sir; I leave 
the burning to the deputies opposite !’’ 
(Laughter.) Continuing, he said that neither 
the Minister for Finance nor the Minister for 
Defence had a right to ask for the documents 
in question now in his custody, 


OPPOSITION’S DARK THOUGHTS. 

Mr. FITZGERALD, replying to Fianna 
Fáil deputies’ speeches, said that they could 
not. legislate to remove doubts from every- 
body’s mind. Mr. Lemass was concerned 
that people should not be suspicious about 
the Government, but that could not be 
helped. Recently, when he himself went to 
visit his family, certain organs talked about 
mysterious events in London, and suggested 
that the Executive Council meetings were 
made lively by fights. If persons chosw to 
think such things. no legislation could pvre- 
vent them. 

The motion was passed by 66 votes to 52.

The House then proceeded to consider the 
Agricultural Produce (Fresh Meat) Bill. 

The report stage was down for discussion, 
but the bill was re-committed to enablé some 
outstanding amendments to be introduced. 

An amendment was moved by Mr, HOGAN, 
Minister for Agriculture, providing that 
every applicant for an exporter’s licence must 
pay a deposit of £15, to be returned if the 
licence were not granted. 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) suggested a 
lower sum, so that it would fall haehtly on 
the small exporter. 

Mr. HOGAN agreed to accept £12 10s. Od. 
as a deposit. 

Mr. HOGAN next moved an amendment, 
fixing a sliding scale for the registration of 
exporters.

COMING INCREASE IN 
COAL PRICES. 
| phir ss 
ALLEGED COMBINATION OF 
IMPORTERS. 


On the motion for the adjournment, 

Mr. “O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo RA.) 
raised the question of the alleged agreement 
to control prices of coal in this country, He 
said that, in his reply in the Dail on the 
previous afternoon, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce had left them im very con- 
siderable doubt as to what the position was 
or what information he had, or, in fact, 
whether he had any information as to such 
a scl.eme. 

Since then a document had come into lis 
(Mr. O’Cennell’s) possession, which leit no 
doubt. whatsoever as to the actual position. 
He thought it right that the House and the 
Minister should know what was being done, 
and thal a scheme was not only in contem- 
ylation, but actually in existence. ib was 
nnportant that they should know from ihe 
Minister what steps he proposed to take, in 
view of this inforniation, to protect the 
interests ot cecal consumers in the country. 

Mr. O'Connell then produced a document, 
which, he said, had been circulated among 
the people in the coal trade—a memorandum 
of constitution of a co-ordinating committee 
representing the coal-owners of Great Britain 
and the importers in Ireland. The chairman 
was Mr. A. L. Angus, Ayrshire; the vice- 
chairman, Sir Samuel Kelly. Belfast, and the 
honorary secretaries Major Middleton, York- 
shire, and Mr. P. Newman, Donegall square, 
Belfast. The committee included, on the one 
hand, as far as he could find out, virtually all 
the coal-owners of Great Britain, and, on the 
other hand, virtually every coal importer in 
lreland. 

EMBRACES ALL IRELAND. 

He read the list of Dublin, Waterford, 
Limerick and Cork merchants whose names 
were included in the list, and said that it 
Was important to.note that the scheme was 
not confined to the Free State, but covered 
the whole of Ireland. The object of the com- 
mittee, as stated in the document, included 
the raising of all, or any, of the prices of coal 
imported into Ireland, and also provided for 
general action against any of the parties 
who should break away from the conditions 
or *‘ ring,”’ 

It seemed quite clear that Irish coal m.- 
porters were, as it were, forced into th's 
combination by the action of the coal-owners 
in Britain. That was, at least, what he read 
into it. As virtually all the coal importers 
in the country were in the “‘combine’”’ or 
“ring, ” and as the coal-owners were not to 
supply coal to anyone who was not a member 
of this particular combination, it would be 
impossible for any small importer to get coal 
from Britain, and he thought from this that 
there could be no longer any doubt that there 
was a definite intention to raise prices. 

The principal object of the “‘ combine '' 
was to raise prices, control prices, and create 
a monopoly as regards the supply of coai 
here. He thought that it was the duty of 
the Government to take steps to prevent the 
fleecing of Irish consumers by the action 
contemplated. He had no doubt that the 
Minister would take cognisance of what was 
being done, 

DEARER COAL COMING. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) said that a 
monopoly was very undesirable, even if the 
immediate cfiect was not to produce an un- 
reasonable increase in prices. It was true 
that competition between coal importers in 
Dublin had been very keen in recent months. 
A number of firms had gone into liquidation 
as a consequence, and the prices prevailing 
had heen, on the whole, lower than those 
prevailing in Belfast and other centres. 

The Free State was reckoned as a home 
market in the reorganisation scheme being 
carried out: in the British coal industry, and 
that scheme was to increase the price of coal 
in the home matket so as to subsidise the 
export of it to foreign markets, so that the 
merease in the price of coal was 
to he expected here whether’ ihe 
“ring” was formed or not. It was 
desirable that the Government should utilise 
whatever powers they possessed to prevent 
this monopoly from being instituted. If they 
had not the necessary powers they should 
come to the Dail and ask for them, and he 
was sure the application would receive a 
favourable reception from the House. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that it was not yet 


the “ring” had been formed or not. He 
knew with regard to the company formed 
recently in this country the Articles of Asso- 
ciation allowed for fifty members. There 
were thirty mentioned, but it was not certain 
they had actually formed it or not. 


HAPPENINGS IN BRITAIN. 

What they had to consider was the re- 
action in this country of what happened 
on the other side. In a bill under 
discussion in another Parliament there were 
two courses suggested—shorter hours or 
increased pay. The result in either case 
would be that bigger prices would be 
charged for English coal. They ih the Free 
State could not to any great dogree count 
on what the British exporters would do 
until that position came about. 

What was the serious thing was the 
establishment of any organised profiteering, 
aid that organised profiteering would be 
much more serious if completely divorced 
from exporters on the other side, because on 
the other side there was a scheme going 
through which had as its object to increase 
prices of coal im- the home districts, and 
Ireland was reckoned in the home area. 

The situation here could only be tackled 
when it ‘was known what final steps had 
been taken on the other side. He would 
remind deputies that they had. already 
an Act’ on the Statute Book to 
deal with any national emergency, which 
would give them such powers as even to 
break up such a combination, but 
he did not think it would come to the point 
where it would be necessary. He thought the 
worst part of this combination was that it 
confined trade to the people mentioned, and 
even prohibited direct trade, except in some 
few cases. 


LAW CAN BE CHANGED. 


The law could be changed, he added, to 
meet the situation, and an attempt would be 
made to change it if it was shown that the 
result of this combination would be to fix 
any unreasonable ‘charges on the people of 
thie country. t 

If they were in possession of fa¢ts as to 
what profits the coal merchants were making, 
and other necessary matters, it would be 
time enough to consider and deal with the 
question. The letter which Deputy O'Cun- 
nell had read had passed through his ithe 
Minisier’s) hands a week ago. The situa- 
tion was not clear, but that was an oppor- 
tune time to give people a warning. 

Mr. O’KELLY EE, Dublin N.) saia taat 
they would ask no Minister to interfere at 
the present stage, but he recalled a com- 
bination of coal merchants which existed in 
Dublin fifteen or sixteen years ago unknown 
to the ok ape and they had an agreemer:t 
as to which of their firms would supply the 
public institutions in Dublin with coal. When 
they got their contracts some men did not 
supply the coal of the quality contracted for. 
Something like £10,000 was filched from the 
was mór before the thing was discovered. 
‘The Dail adjourned at 11 p.m. until 16.30 
a.m. to-day.

RELIGIOUS SERVICE. 

The clergy, with the hundreds of students, 
marched in procession to the College Chapel, 
and as His Eminence in his red robes pro- 
ceeded up the centre aisle the choir sang 
Ecce Sacerdos Maqnus and the eultate. 
The President of the College read the prayer 
yrescribed for the reception of a Cardinal. 
Benediction of the Most Blessed Sacrament 
was celebrated, and the Cardinal gave his 
blessing. 

PRESENTATION OF AN ADDRESS. 

The bishops, clergy and students assembled 
in the Aula Maxima (McMahon Hall), where 
an address was presented to the Cardinal. 

The President of the College (Monsignor 
McCaffrey) said that they were assembled to 
offer their warmest congratulations and good 
wishes to the Cardinal-Primate of Armagh on 
the signal honour that had been done him by 
the Holy See. They knew that his election 
to the Sacred College of Cardinals was meant 
by the Pope to be a recognition of his per- 
sonal worth and merit; but they, too, felt 
that all Ireland shared in the honour, and 
yarticularly this, the National erg? of 
hand, with which the Cardinal had been 
so long and so intimately associated. In 
selecting Dr. MacRory to be one of his own 
Cabinet the Pope had in mind his long years 
of service as a priest and bishop. His 
brilliant record as a Professor: of Sacred 
Scripture in Birmingham and Maynooth, and 
his deep scholarship was shown an his com- 
mentaries and articles on Biblical subjects, 
and his prudence and skilful administration 
es Bishop of Down and Connor. during the 
trying years of political revolution, stood out 
conspicuously. 

DAYS OF TEST. : 

His Eminence during the trying days in 
Belfast had endeared himself to those within 
the fold and won the admiration of those 
outside it, and was the most convincing proof 
that he had come through the ordeal 
unscathed. They felt, too, that the honour 
doue to His Eminence was an honour done 
fo the entire Irish nation in giving Ireland 
a voice and vote in the Supreme Council of 
the Church during the year that was specially 
set apart for the celebration of the Centenary 
of Cathoiic Emancipation, and that the Pope 
wished to show how keenly he appreciated 
the unswerving loyalty of this country to the 
Holy See during the centuries of persecution, 
and the splendid work done by its children 
in building up the Church and restoring 1t 
at a time when its walls were tottering 1 
the Old World as well as in the New. 


THE COLLEGE’S SATISFACTION. 

In the days when Ireland, like the rest of 
Europe, was torn by the dissensions of petty 
rulers, when men thought in terms “of towu- 
lands and parishes rather than. oí the nation, 
Armagh stood out as the sign and symbol 
that Ireland was a nation just as it stands 
to-day, one and undivided, a sign te all that 
what God had made one man could never 
etiectually: carve asunder.

It was always a pleasure to him to find 
himself at Maynooth, and he would be much 
better pleased to be there on a private visit 
than on this formal occasion, As student and 
professor he had spent thirty-four of the best 
and happiest years of his life in that College.

as well as of production, and is the first 
of its kind that has been formulated in 
Lancashire. To understand the full 
purport of these plans it is necessary to 
examine the happy efficiency—due largely 
to an accident of domestic politics—that 
obtains in Japan. There a few groups 
control the majority of Nippon’s looms 
and spindles, and by a close liaison with 
steamship lines and other modes of trans- 
port—owned frequently by relatives—they 
are able to deliver goods to purchasers 
with the smallest margin of profit, trusting 
to a vast turnover for their dividends. 
In Lancashire, however, the cotton trade, 
like Topsy, “ just growed,” and until now 
there has been no important move to 
achieve unity of purpose. Hundreds of 
firms compete with one another, spinning 
an unnecessary number of counts, while 
the more orderly Japanese concentrate 
only on those that are likely to attract 
business. Moreover, the whole industry 
is burdened by a lack of co-operation 
between its various sections, and in many 
cases high capital charges, based on the 
commitments of the “ boom ’’ period, clog 
further the ill-organised machine, 

This view is supported by Mr, H. 
Boothman, Secretary of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Operative Cotton 
Spinners, who has said: “We have 
to get together in this trade, , , . If 
it goes down, we all go down, and we 
must sink or swim together, masters and 
men alike.” Such a statement from a 
trade union leader is significant, and cer- 
tainly it is justified by facts. In the five 
years before the War Lancashire’s average 
exports to India were 2,500,000,000 yards ; 
in 1928 this figure had sunk to 
1,450,000,000 yards. Furthermore, two 
new factors, unknown in 1914, exist to- 
day to hamper British efforts. The first 
is the abundance of Indian mills, due to 
Lancashire’s own folly, when after the 
War she sold machinery to the East. The 
second is a corollary of the first—namely, 
an import tariff of 11 per cent., inspired 
by the influence of these very mills. The 
machinery now cannot be recalled; but 
there is no reason why the tariff should 
be eternal. A wise measure of imperial 
preference—we might say almost imperial 
free trade—in this instance is neces- 
sary. The question of Lancashire’s cotton 
trade is n-t a merely parochial matter, 
and is not a problem concerning only 
India and Great Britain, Other Dominions 
are involved, and it behoves them to be 
active on their own behalf at the Imperial 
Conference, even if the spirit of imperial 
unity makes no appeal to them. 

There is an unfortunate tendency among 
many Irishmen to think that the imperial 
connection concerns themselves only when 
it provides an opportunity for a piquant 
crisis of diplomacy between the Free State 
and Great Britain.

Virtually a whole 
terrace of houses has been demolished, and 
a large number of persons has been 
rendered homeless. Bray and Wicklow also 
have been injured to a smaller extent. On 
the eastern coast the problem of erosion 
has been demanding attention for many 
vears. The of the Dublin 
South-Eastern Railway on several occa- 
sions has been threatened, and on parts 
of the coast the sea’s inroads have become 
so menacing that a further withdrawal of 
the line may be necessary. From Bray 
and Greystones enormous quantities of 
sand and soil have been washed away hy 
the sea, with the result that bays and 


harbours further down the coast are filling

up with silt. During recent weeks the 
condition of affairs at the 
Arklow Harbour has become so serious 
that the local fishermen have been unable 
to take their boats out of the port, and 
have lost several days’ fishing. Mr. Finian 
Lynch said yesterday that the dredging of 
Arklow Harbour ought to be a matter for 
the local Commissioners; but, in view of 
the hardship that has been experienced by 
the fishermen, the Government 
consider the possibility of further grants 
in aid. Sooner or later the problem of 
coast erosion must be tackled seriously.

Aerial Trade. 


Prejudice against new methods of loco- 
motion dies hardly, and it is unlikely 
that for some time we shall see a general 
use. of aircraft for the carriage of 
passengers or goods. Yet danger has been 
eliminated to a large extent: indeed, only 
thirty-three deaths occurred last year as a 
result of accidents to British civil air- 
craft. In some respects the air-mail 
services between Croydon and Calcutta 
have not met with universal approval, but 
the defects in their working are smal! and 
can be remedied by closer attention to 
details. Sir Dennistoun Burney, who was 
associated with the construction of the 
airship R 100, admits that at the moment 
the airship cannot claim to be a com- 
mercial vehicle on account of its depend- 
ence on prepared bases for landing. He 
adds, however, that it ‘‘ is becoming more 
proficient with every new construction, 
and that the next few years will see the 
solution of . practically all difficulties 
which now militate against commercial 
operation.” We can assume with some 
reason that, even if travel by air fails to 
become popular, the despatch of goods by 
air is bound to increase. Imperial Air- 
ways, Ltd., has developed a scheme 
whereby goods from England and 
Northern Ireland may be sent by rail or 
sea to Croydon, and transferred thence to 
cargo aircraft for transmission to the 
Continent. If sufficient use is made of 
this mode of transport, it may become 
cheaper than carriage by railway and 
ship, whose working expenses are greater. 
At present Customs formalities forbid the 
Free State to take advantage of the 
scheme, but that difficulty can be over- 
come readily by the provision of special 
Customs arrangements. A saving of time 
in the delivery of even four per cent. of 
Free State goods would impress the minds 
of business people in England and abroad.

NO COMMITTEE REPORT 
FOR A LONG TIME.

In Dail Fireann yesterday, 

Mr. MOORE (b.F., Wicklow) asked the 
Minister for Finance whether he was yet in 
a position to make a statement as to the 
Government’s proposals for dealing with the 
problem of coast erosion. 

Mr. BURKE, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry for Finance, said that the 
Government's intentions depended to a large 
extent upon the terms of the report of the 
inter-departmental committee on coast erosion. 
This committee would not complete its report 
for some time. 

Mr. EVERETT (Lab., Wicklow) asked the 
Parliamentary Secretary if he would make 
representations to the Coast Erosion Com- 
mittee to make a special grant. 

Mr. BURKE said that he was not in a 
position to state if the committee would 
recommend that any grant should be made. 

Mr. MOORE asked if any definite idea 
could be given as to when the report would 
be made. Would it be weeks or months, or 
a year? They were entitled to some infor- 
mation in view of the suspense which 
prevailed. 

Mr. BURKE—It 
siderable time. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Lab., Donegal) asked the 
Minister for Finance whether he would state 
the wording of the ‘‘secret instructions 
issued by the Revenue Commissioners to 
Pension Officers—referred to in paragraph 19 
of the report of the Old Age Pension Com- 
mittee of Inquiry-—on which these officers 
acted in investigating and reporting upon 
old age pension and blind pension claims. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, .said 
that the Revenue Commissioners issued 1n- 
structions to their officers for the purpose of 
ensuring the efficient administration of the 
Old Age Pensions Acts. As the instructions 
were for the use of these officials only, he 
was unable to comply with the deputy's 
request. 

Mr. CASSIDY asked why there should be 
so much secrecy about the administration. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that there was nothing 
in the nature of secret instructions. They 
were the ordinary instructions such as were 
issued to officers administering all Acts. and 
it was because it would be impossible to 
publish instructions to officers generally ad- 
ministering all Acts that they could nof 
publish these notices. , 

SAND CLOSES ARKLOW 
HARBOUR. 

Mr. CASSIDY asked the Minister for 
Lands and Fisheries whether he had received 
a memorial requesting that a grant be given 
for the purpose of providing safer harbourage 
for fishing boats at Portronan, County 
Donegal, and whether he would state what 
decision hai been arrived ut, 

Mr. LYNCH replied that he had received 
the memorial. A quay and slip were at pre- 
sent being constructed by the Commissioners 
of Public Works at Portronan for the use of 
the fishermen. He was obtaining engineering 
advice as to the feasibility of constructing 
the additional works asked for in the 
memorial. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) asked the 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries if he would 
state what was the present position in regard 
to responsibility for the dredging of Arklow 
Harbour; whether he was aware that the 
fishermen of the town had lately been con- 
fined to the port for several days, due to the 
entrance being blocked with sand; and 
whether, in view of the big loss accruing 
thereby to the fishery industry and to the 
particular fishermen concerned, he would 
undertake that the harbour would be kept 
open for fishermen; and, further, whether he 
proposed to arrange that the responsibility 
for dredging work at this particular harbour 
would be placed on a more definite basis. 

Mr. LYNCH said that the responsibility 
for dredging at Arklow Harbour lay with the 
local Harbour Commissioners. In view, how- 
ever, of the fishing interests involved, State 
grants in aid of dredging had been made 
from time to time. ‘I am informed,” added 
the Minister, “ that fishing vessels have been 
confined to harbour recently through blocking 
of the harbour entrance, and I am consider- 
ing the question of a further grant for clear- 
ing away the obstructive silt."’

WARM SYMPATHY. 

The only suggestions and figures so far 
produced being those presented by the 
American and British delegations, acting 
for the two inviting Powers, the French

France has witnessed with warm sym- 
path- the effort made by the United 
States and Great Britain to prepare, after 
thorough consideration of their mutual 
political relations, a reduction of their 
naval armaments.

American and 
Governments were, in consequence, able 
to declare that war between the two 
nations was unthinkable, France also is 
happy to declare her profound conviction 
that between her people and those of the 
United States and of the British Empire 
any armed conflict is equally unthink- 
able. Her naval programme, as well as 
their own, corresponds to a strictly 
defensive policy, in conformity with the 
international agreements to which she is 
a party, particularly the Briand-Kellogg 
Pact. 

This is why France was never alarmed 
to see the United States and Great 
Britain either reduce or increase their 
respective naval armaments, in order to 
the desired agreement. Ín the 
same. spirit of mutual confidence, she 
trusts that the figure above produced, 
and corresponding merely to her national 
requirements, as explained in the first 
sitting of the Conference, cannot alarm 
the two other nations. . 

She remains, as she repeatedly declared 
herself to be, ready to consider favourably 
any form of agreement for a mutual 
guarantee of security, the effect oí which 
would be to transform the absolute require- 
ments of each Power into relative require- 
ments.

HATRY SETTLEMENT. 


EFFECTED WITHOUT A 
HITCH, 


£1,000,000 POOL IN OPERATION 
The offices «i the Royal Exchánge Assir- 
ance, where a large staff of expert Stock 
Exchange clerks were busy dealing with the 
completion of the long-delayed Hatry settle- 
ment, was a scene of great activity vester- 
day. The settlement, however, was carried 
out withont excitement. due to financial r re- 
parations having been made and steps taken 
m advance to settle clerical detail work 
Although this settlement of Hatry trans 
actions does not directly concern the genera! 
public, investors would undoubtedly have had 
to bear heavy losses but for the internal 
arrangements made by the Stock Exchange. 


GRAVITY OF THE CRISIS. 

A serious position came to light when the 
Stock Exchange Committee postponed . the 
settlement in the shares of the Hatry group 
of companies in September last. It was 
found that some of the Hatry interests had 
obtained payment from their brokers for 
shares which, in fact, did not exist, while 
other allied concerns had bought the same 
securities but had no money to pay for them. 
Such operations, carried out on a huge scale, 
had left the Stock Exchange with losses 
which must have involved Stock Exchange 
failures on a consilerable scale, bringing 
heavy losses to many investors. The position 
also threatened long and costly litigation 
between the various interests which had taken 
part, in the Hatry dealings. 


SOLVING THE DIFFICULTY. 

Members of the Stock Exchange, therefore, 
appointed an unofficial committee of four pro- 
minent members to devise some means by 
which losses might be spread and the risk of 
failures minimised. The result was a scheme 
providing for the formation of a £1,000,000 
fund, or pool, from which all Josses were 
to be provided for. Initio this pool all the 
Stock Exchange brokers and jobbers paid 
money im fixed proportions. The amount 
thus paid amounted to about £800,000, end 
the remainder of the fund was contributed ky 
members of the Stock Exchange and others 
not involved in the Hatry dealings, int 
deeply concerned with preserving the good 
name of the City. the Royal Exchange 
Assurance was appointed trustee of the fund, 
and it was made known at the beginning 
of this week that the whole of the £1,000,000 


had been auly paid im. 
KEEPING FAITH WITH THE PUBLIC. 


The risk of failures directly through the 
Hatry crash has, thevefore, been eliminated, 
and the City generally has expressed admixa- 
tion for the work of the Stock Exchange 
informal committee and the effective measures 
taken by members, often at great sacrifice, 
for keeping faith with the public. In this 
connection it was appropriate that the final 
clearing up of the Hatry dealings on the 
Stock Exchange should hove taken place within 
the Royal Exchange Building, the old meeting 
place of the merehants who built up the 
reputation of the City for fulfilling its 
bargains. :

T HE House of Lords yesterday dis- 
cussed the subjects cf the pro- 
posed commercial agreement with 
Soviet Russia and the Soviet Govern- 
ment s persecution of religion. 

Lord Cushendun called attention 
to the commercial question, and 
asked if the House might rest assured 
that no definitive Treaty of Com- 
merce would be brought into ferce 
before their lordships had had an op- 
portunity of expressing their views 
thereon. Lord Thomson replied that 
the negotiations as yet were in a pre- 
iminary stage, and no statement as 
to their nature was possible. 

Lord Hayter raised the question 
of religious persecution, and asked 
whether the Government had called 
the Soviet Government's attention to 
the fact that such persecution would 
not assist in maintaining friendship 
between Great Britain and Russia.. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, on 
behalf of the Church of England, 
said that an independent inquiry was 
being made, and if conditions in 
Russia were not improved, he would 
not hesitate to bring the matter to 
the attention of the people and the 
Government. | 

Lord Parmoor announced that the 
Foreign Secretary would do every- 
thing in his power to push to one 
side “‘this terrible outburst, as it 
appears to be, of religious persecu- 
tion. 


THE COMMERCIAL 
“. ‘TREATY. 


IN PRELIMINARY STAGE. 


Lord Cushendun, in putting his ques- 
tion, said :— There is only too much reason 
to distrust the Government: a good deal 
in this matter. This Government is 
certainly not distinguished for manifesta- 
tion of understanding of economic theory, 
and has not shown any conspicuous ability 
in that direction, or any conspicuous desire 
to conform to the recognised principles of 
economic science. Therefore, it is very 
difficult for us to decide in our own minds 
to what extent the members.of the Govern- 
ment are, or are not, the victims of some 
of their followers. 

The economic condition of Russia, he 
maintained, had been shattered during the 
past few years, and was being more and 
more shattered almost every day. It. there- 
fore, required very great vigilance on our 
part as to what form of commercial treaty 
ought to be entered into. i 


LORD THOMSON'S REPLY. 
Lord Thomson. in replving, said that 
the Government would act on the advice 


business-like manner. Negotiations for 
regulating our commercial relations with 
Russia had not got beyond the preliminary 
stages, and no statement as to their nature 
was yet possible. He pointed out that the 
late Government had concluded treaties 
with the nations without consulting Parlia- 
ment. 

The present Government. he - added 
warmly, do not intend to follow that bad 
example. We shall continue to follow the 
principle that we inaugurated in 1924. A 
paper will be laid on both Houses of Par- 
hament, and. therefore. ample opportunity 
will be given for raising any constitutional 
issues about what is meant by the term 
“ Parliament.” This does not imply that 
the Government consider that the consent 
or the approval of this House is a neces- 
sarv condition of subsequent ratification. 

Lord Parmoor maintained that the 
House should recognise its Jimitations. 
and not seek to become in any sense a 
rival to the House of Commons. 


“ SGANT COURTESY.”’ 

Lord Buckmaster contended that both 
Covernment spokesmen had ‘treated the 
House with. scant courtesy. What disturbs 
me, he added, is the idea that such forces 
as this House has got are to be slowly 
atrophied by a general recognition that 
they are of no value. He maintained that 
the constitutional position of the House 
was as strong as that of the House of 
Commons. 


PERSECUTION OF 
RELIGION, 
mnáibh = 
LORD HAYTER’S QUESTION. 

Lord Hayter then asked whether the 
Government had called the attention «f 
the Soviet Government to the fact that 
the action of the Soviet Government 
against the Christian Churches and people 
of Russia was not in accord with British 
principles of justice, and did not assist 
In maintaining friendship between Grease 
Britain and Russia. 

We have no evidence, he said, that the 
Socialist Government has done anything 
to explain to the Russian Government 
that the policy they are now pursuing is 
abhorrent and detestable to the minds of 
the British nation, as it must be to every 
free and enlightened nation throughout 
the world. (Hear, hear.) 


THE PRIMATE’S PROTEST. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury gave the 
warinest support to Lord Hayter in this 
matter, which, he said, concerns me 
officially and personally. Everyone in this 
House, every right-minded man in the 
country, can feel nothing but the 
strongest indignation when he considers 
the organised persecutions now going on 
in hussia against every form of religion. 

Continuing, he pointed out that when 
this question was raised in the House last 
December he expressed the hope that 
there might be some mitigation of the 
barbarities by which any protession of 
religion was pursued by the Government 
of Russia; but he feared that the hope 
had not been fulfilled.

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SOME PERSONALITIES 
DURING DEBATE. 


WHERE DOCUMENTARY 
EVIDENCE IS KEPT. |

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After Wednesday's discussion on the 
proposed grant to the Roya! Irish Auto- 
mobile Club, the procéedings in the Dal 
yesterday showed that the . paciiic 
influence of thé Christmas recess was 
rapidly disappearing. 

The Illegitimate Children Bill was dis- 
cussed at some length, various views being 
weightily propounded as to the resirain- 
ing influence of complete publicity in con- 
nection with court cases dealing with 
affiliation orders. Curiously enough, it 
seemed to strike none of the speakers that 
the newly constituted Censorship Board 
might prohibit the publication of such 
details, whatever the Dail might decide. 


MILITARY SERVICE PENSIONS. 

This bill duly passed on to the report 
stage, and -the House attacked the vexed 
question of military service pensions. 

The Minister for Defenee held that it 
was against the interests of the State that 
the evidence upon which these pensions 
had been granted should be made public. 
Fianna Fail had been furnished with the 
names of those in receipt of pensions, but 
the only address was the county in which 
they resided. Mr, Fitzgerald did not 
consider that Fianna Fail required the 
addresses of these men for any bona fide 
purpose. Rather, they wished to pillory 
these men in certain scurrilous papers. 

Fianna Fail made no secret of the fact 
that they considered many of these 
pensions were paid, not as reward. for 
military service, but as a bribe in order 
to secure political support. They. ex- 
pressed this view in a series of pointed 
interruptions and sarcastic comments 
during the Minister 's speech. 


PERSONALITIES. 

Various cases in which individuals were 
alleged to be drawing pensions illegally 
were discussed by the Minister, the facts 
of. which were continually questioned by 
Dr. Ward. 

The Minister, speaking in this con- 
nection, spoke of a man who at one time 
was receiving £25 a month as medical 
officer and £5 a week as liaison officer, 
and, he concluded, “ his name is F. C. 
W ard.” 

“And TU give you a case,” shouted 
Deputy O'Kelly. “Will you get after 
your own brother ?”’ 

At this stage the Speaker intervened, 
saving that the debate must not be allowed 
to develop into a personal wrangle across 
the floor of the House. 

‘Why did you not pull up the 
Minister’’? asked Deputy Ward, angrily, 
The Speaker said that the Minister was 
out of order, but it was at the end of his 
speech. The Minister then apologised. 

Mr. MacEntec was pulled up by the 
Speaker when he claimed that, if the bil! 
were passed, it would be by the votes of 
deputies personally interested in keeping 
certain. documents from the Auditor- 
General. 

Mr. MacEntee then described at great

The Times of to-day, in a leading article 
on the Naval Conferenee; remarks :-—-Both 
from the French Memorandam and from 
the Japanese it is é¢lear that, unless it 
should break down altogether on some 
other issue, the Conference should be 
able to effect a material reduction im 


capital ships. -ar- 


In view of “ tha. appe 
ance of a new. type of battleship’ (an 
obvious reference to the Ersatz Preussen) 
the French delegates reserve the right of 
France to utilise for new construction the 
credit of 70.000 tous remaining to her 
urder the Washington Treaty—in other 
words; to lay down as she requires. the 
tonnage she was authorised to construct, 
but ibeiaihed from constructing in 1927 
and 1929. As regards the 105,000 tons 
nllotted’ to her between now and 1936, 
she is willing to join the other Powers in 
a holiday from capital ship construction, 
and she apparently favours limiting the 
maximum tonnage to something between 
20.000 and 25,000. 

The Japanese memorandum is equally 
promising in this respect. By the Wasb- 
ington Treaty. Japan is allowed to lay 
down next year, and in each of the eight 
following years, a capital ship of not 
more than 36000 tons, with guns of not 
more than sixteen-inch calibre. In the 
memorandum issued yesterday by the 
Japanese delegation it is announced that 
Japan is ready not to lay down any 
capital ships until: 1936. and that she 
favours an agreement by which the life of 
such vessels should be prolonged from 
twenty to twenty-six. yoars, their maxi- 
mum tonnage reduced from 35,000 to 
25,000 and the maximum calibre of their 
guns from sixteen to fourteen inches. This 
view is almost identical with the one put 
forward on the eve of the Conference as 
that. of the British Government, the only 
difference being that Britain desires the 
maximum gun ¢alibre. brought down to 
twelve inches. ‘That is, however, a com- 
paratively minor difference, especially in 
view of the fact that both Powers are in 
favour of a holiday from building until 
after the next Conférence, which it its 
proposed to hold im 1935, and at which 
the whole question will be subject to 
revision. | 


MITIGATING THE BURDEN. 

In a subsequent. British. memorandum, 
of which a full swmmary was published

MORALS. 
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‘A SCANDAL TO 
CIVILISATION. 


SPIRITUAL LIFE 
IMPOSSIBLE. 


The Convocation of Canterbury resumed 
its sittings yesterday; both the Upper anid 
Lower Houses meeting at Church House. 
Westminster. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury preside! 
in the Upper House, where Dr. Garbett. 
Bishop of Southwark. denounced the eo). 
tinuation of slums as contrary to the W il 
of God. 

Dr. Garbett moved a resolution: “ Thai 
this House regards the overcrowded ay. 
imsanitary conditions under whieh o 
many are now compelled to 
menace to the moral and physica! welfare 
of the nation. It, therefore. calls upon 
all Churchmen to do their utmost ito 
remedy these evils in their own parish es, 
or elsewhere ; and urges the Government 
to introduce. as soon as possible. 
tion which will facilitate the abolitien of 
the slums.”’ 


OVERCROWDED MILLIONS. 

There were nine million veople livine in 
avercrowded conditions, said Dr. Garbett. 
The 1,418,000 houses that sinee the War 
had undoubtedly reduced overcrowding in 
certain districts, had provided homes for 
the better-paid artisans and clerks: but. 
so far the new building. of which the 
nation had a right to be proud, had not 
affected the slums. 

The slums remained very much as they 
were, continued Dr. Garbett. Fn 
Bermondsev there were 2.763 overcrowd>-:] 
families, and 276 families with more than 
five ‘living mn one room. In Bristol there 
were 25.000 people living in unsatisfac- 
tory and insanitary conditions. In Man- 
chester there were 26.000 houses belew a 
reasonable standard: ir  Birminehain 
there were 40,000 back-to-back houses: in 
Leeds 72.000 back-to-back houses. and in 
Bradford 33,090 back-to-back houses. 


HOTBEDS OF DISEASE. 

Conditions which were simply horrible, 
where man, wife and children were livin-:. 
eating and sleeping in one room, said Dr. 
Garbett, had been reported to him bv 
careful observers among clerey and social 
workers. There were overcrowded 
tricts that were hotbeds for almost every 
kind of disease, and had a mortalitv 
especialivy hich among children. 

In Bermondsey the death rate among 
infants were 35 per 1,000; Deptford 85. 
Paddington 85. Chelsea 48. and Lewisham 
92. There were 2.000.000 children. if was 
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placement, five British, three American 
and three Japanese capital ships. 
was thus on the same lines as the nro- 
posals with regard to capital ships in 
the American memorandum, and went a 
good deal further than the. present 
Japanese and French suggestions. But 
the four Powers which have now an- 
nounced their views are at one in advocat 
ing reductions, which, apart from ever, 
other consideration, would greatly mif!. 
gate the burden of naval armaments. 
Although recently the tendency has been 
to discuss British naval strength ex- 
clusively in terms of “ parity ” with the 
United States, the measure of our real 
needs js not the strength of the Ani®rican 
Navy. but. that of other naval Powers, 
and in actual! fact American construetion 
only affects our requirements indirectly 
through the effect it has on other navies. 
Admiral Custance has ‘argued that in 
estimating its needs the British Admiralty 
should leave the United States. entirely 
out of account and adopt as a practical 
common-sense criterion. a two-Power 
standard, based on the strength of the two 
next. strongest naval Powers. Whatever 
view Is taken of that suggestion, it is clear 
that no final decision as to the required

SPIRITUAL LIFE IMPOSSIBLE. 

The Bishop of Bristol commended t 
example of the Church Tenement Asso la 
tion in that city. They had. he said 
taken derelict places in the slums med 
reconditioned them. That was a drop 
the ocean. but it had the distinct valu 
of rousing the public conscience. 

The Bishop of Birmingham said qh 
continuity of the shums. notwithstandl 
the houses built since the war, Is. 
menace to our social well-being. In the 
aggregate there are literally millions el 
our fellow-citizens living under conditions 
that are morally degrading, and thal 
make spiritual life almost impossible 
The slums continue almost as bad as th 
were ten years ago. : 

It is our duty as Christian citizens to 
support every kind of considered legisia- 
tion which will remove this great evil.

WORLD PEACE. 


The Bishop of Winchester ™ |

Large numbers of 
poople are looking to the Chureh for a 
more decided action in this matter. 

RISKS MUST BE TAKEN. 

The Bishop of Birmingham said that 
peace is essential to the stability of 
civilisations Competition in armaments 
must ultimately lead to the destruction of 
peace; for, if you prepare for war, you 
will get war. : ; 

We have to take risks, he said. No 
ethical advance is possible unless risks 
are taken, and so we must trust for our 
national security, not to armaments, but 
to political agreement. There 1s a new 
orientation in the minds of men. In- 
creasingly the greet democracies of the 
world are realising that they must trust 
one another or see their civilisation perish 
in some welter of carnage such as the 
Great War.. It is for us, as Christ's fol- 
lowers, to direct them. 

THE PRIMATE. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, com- 
mending the resolution, secured the ready 
assent of the House to his proposal—that 
he should send a letter to the Prime 
Minister, in the midst of his anxious 
labours, giving him an assurance from the 
bishops that they were following the 
course of the Naval Conference with deep 
interest and full appreciation of the 
patience which was being shown, together 
with increasing hopefulness as to the 
result.

DEPUTATIONS RECEIVED. 

The Primate afterwards received a depu- 
tation from the Lower House, led by the 
Prolocutor, who laid before him the reso- 
lution of the Lower House on the ques- 
tion of broadcast Services. :

He was almost a pioneer in the 
branch of history dealing with ownership of 
land in the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries, and was regarded as an authority 
on the subject of land tenures and the history 
of the old baronies.

inented, of a Gaelic State in being, organised 
with an elaborate fiscal system. He was also 
the author of ' The Lombard Communes.”’

At one o'clock Mr. Baldwin will attend 
the Ulster Unionist Council luncheon at the 
Boliast Plaza. Lord Londonderry will pre- 
side at the luncheon, and it is expected that 
Mr, Baldwin will speak at some length in 
response to the toast of his health. 

he ex-Premier' will afterwards return to 
Mountstewart, but he will be back in Belfast 
at 8 p.m., as he has accepted an invitation 
to a reception that is to be held at the Plaza 
under the auspices of the Ulster Unionist 
Labour Association. 

The chairman at this gathering will be the 
Right Hon. M. Andrews, Minister of 
Labour for Northern Ireland, who is Presi- 
dent of the Association. Mr. Baldwin, it is 
expected, will address the gathering at 9 
o'clock. 

Mr. Baldwin will leave Mountstewart at 
11 a.m. to-morrow, and will visit the new 
Northern Ireland Parliament House under 
construction at Stormont. Subsequently he 
will inspect the Belfast City Hall, and later 
will be entertained at luncheon in the Re 
form Clab. Mr. Baldwin will return to Lon- 
don on Sunday night via Heysham.

COAL MINES’ BILL. 


THE AMALGAMATION 
CLAUSES. 


‘From Oun Partiamentary CorRREesponpEeNt 
WESTMINSTER, Thursduy. 

This evening the House in Committee con- 
sidered the important part of the Coal Mines 
Bill dealing with amalgamations. On the 
suggestion of Mr, William Graham, it was 
ugreed to have a general discussion on the 
‘uree amalgamation clauses on the paper 
which deait with the constitution and func- 
clon of the Coal Mines Reorganisation Com- 
mission. 

The President of the Board of Trade moved 
the first of the three clauses, which sets up 
a Commission consisting of three Commis- 
stoners to be appointed by the Board of 
ivrade, Dealing with the findings of the 
Royal Commission in 1925, he said that 
body. recommended that amalgamation 
should be encouraged in the main on volun- 
iary lines, and that failing that Parliament 
should introduce the element of compulsion, 


three members, that body would be assisted 
by ay, adequate technical staff. It was 
intend®@d that the Commissioners should be 
thoroughly representative and clear of al! 
commercial interest in the matter. The 
whole cost of the Commission was estimated 
at about a quarter of a million per annum. 
He might say that the Government, were 
quite willing to consider favourably a 
Liberal ainendment, which provided that the 
basis of value for the purpose of amalgama- 
tion should be that as sg á a willing 
seller and a willing buyer, and that the 
value attributable to the marketing schemes, 
or indeed to any part oí the bill, should be 
excluded. 

The bill would be drawn to ensure that 
the real earning capacity of the colliery 
should be the guiding consideration. 

Si Philip Cunliffe-Lister regarded the 
clause as too wide and sweeping. There was 
hardiy anything the Commissioners could not 
do, There was an element of expropriation 
without compensation, which he did not like. 

THREE QUESTIONS, - - | 

Sir H. Samuel told the House -that -there 
were three qpestions to consider—(1) Was 
there a case fon amalgamation; (2) if there 
was, ought it to be compulsory; and (3) if 
compulsion was to be exercised, under what 
conditions? The world was passing through 
a second industrial revolution, and every 
inquiry into the coal industry, in. particular, 
made it plain that the process of amalgama- 
tion was an essential feature, in combination 
with more effective and more scientific 
methods for the treatment of coal. - 

Sir Robert Horne complained that the 
speech of the President of the Board of 
Trade did not contain a single suggestion 
to show that amalgamation would result in 
the lowering of ewan costs. His own 
experience had led him to the conclusion 
that less would be gained by. amalgamation 
in the coal field than in any other form of 
industry. The principles contained in the 
clause were most pernicious, and, as to the 
functions of the Srrveying Commissioners, 
they might as well send Commissioners round 
the country making marriages for people who 
did not want to marry. (Laughter.) <A 
scheme of nationalisation was something je 
could understand, but there was no logic in 
the scheme before the House. It could not 
work ; it would not benefit the industry, and, 
on the other hand, it would be attended with 
many disadvantages. 

The general debate was closured shortly 
before eleven o'clock, and the House then 
proceeded to deal with detailed amendments.

warrant credence in a rumour that he 
should have deliberately chosen French’ 
soil for an encounter which is prohibited 
by French law. Moreover, although he 
and Signor Alba may not be warm fyiénds, 
there seems no reason to expect them to 
ventilate those political differences with 
pistols, swords or any other weapons. 

General Primo is credited with, the 
intention of leaving Paris for San Remo 


on Saturday. Signor Alba’s whereabouts 
could not be ascertained this evening, but

For 
several years the Union has received invita- 
tions from America and the Dominions, but 
has not acc on account of the expendi- 
ture. That difficulty was overcome at 
yesterday’s meeting, presided over by Lady 
Rhondda, which approved of a scheme for 
raising money by asking clubs to be respon: 
sible for a sum _ proportionate to 
memberships. This capital sum, estimated at 
£12,000, is to be invested, and the interest, 
it is anticipated, would meet the cost of the 
players’ expenses and entertaining visitors. 
AMERICA’S OFFER. 

Introducing the resolution, Mrs. R. J 
McNair stated that the Royal and Ancient 
Clab had approved of the payment of expenses 
of amateur players in international matches. 
The question of sending teams abroad had 
been shelved for three or four years. There 
was a proposal from America that the United 
States should meet Canada, and France 
oppose England, on each side of the Atlantic, 
and that the winners should play alternately 
in Canada or America against France or 
England every second year, so that British 
_— would have to travel abroad once Im 
our years. America had suggested that be- 
cause of an: anonymous gift of £1,000 for 
each of the first ten encounters, she should 
pay the expenses of the English team. but 
Mrs. McNair was of the opinion that if the 
Umon decided to play the matches at 
it would wish to stand on its own feet. 

Supporting Mrs. McNair, Miss Gourlay 
said: ‘*We are the home of ladies’ golf. Hí 
we are directly challenged, other countries 
may take it that we are afraid of them if we 
do not play them.” 

Mrs. Dunlop Hill said that if teams are sent 
abroad they must be composed of the best 
players. ‘We do not want similar results 
to those in the men’s Walker Cup matches. 

BIG MAJORITY FOR SCHEME. 

The meeting approved of the idea of 
playing matches in U.S.A. and France, and 
sending teams to the Dominions, and the 
following resolution was then carried by an 
overwhelming majority :—‘‘ That a request 
be sent to all affihated clubs asking them to 
raise a fund—on a basis to be decided by 
the Executive Council—to defray the expenses 
of international teams playing matches against 
the Dominions, U.S.A. and France. / 

‘It is considered that a sufficient capital 
sum would be raised if each club would con- 
tribute a sum in proportion to the number of 
mem bers. 

“Tt is also suggested that a fund be 
opened at the Ladies’ Golf Union head- 
quarters to receive donations for this purpose, 
and that the Ladies’ Golfing Societies and 
Associations be given the opportunity of 
subscribing.’ 

It is understood that it will be the aim of 
clubs to raise a minimum of 2s. 6d. per 
member for this fund, which, on this basis, 
would be fully £12,000. 
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SCOTLAND'S OLDEST CLUB.

POINTS IN A GOOD FOSTER-MOTHER. 
Writing on this subject in the Weeh!y Zrish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
There are several makes now to be had, and 
the newest 1s what is known as a hover, 
which must be worked in a room or 
shed. It 3s very simple and useful 
when the chicks are kept indoors. There 
is also the fireless brooder, which 1s 
very good in summer or warm weather ; 
but for early rearing a good, strong, 
weather-proof brooder is the best. There 
should be plenty of room in it and 
abundance of light. It is better to have 
a window to the hot chamber, as it is 
here the chickens require the closest 
observation. If one has to open the hd 
every time it is necessary to see how 
things are going on, the cold air rushes 
in and a chill may be the result. Besides, 
the chickens are disturbed, and the condl- 
tion in which they are cannot be seen. 
Another feature to be looked for is that 
the rearer should have three separate 
chambers, one for sleeping and warming 
up during the day, the next a utttle 
colder, and the third somewhat warmer 
than the outer air.
